agreed upon last week which virtually 
amounts to a ten per cent increase in 
all. branches of theaters. The new 
scale goes into effect on Wednesday 
next, August 1, and will be in force 
for the ensuing season. 

The new scale was the proposition 
of the United Managers’ Protective As- 
sociation, who submitted the proposed 


increase to the Musicians’ Union, 
which met in special session on 
Wednesday to give it consideration. 


The following day conrmittees repre- 


senting the musicians and the man- 


agers met in the offices of the latter, 
in the New York Theater Building, 
and after some little discussion the 
new scale was adopted. 

Under the new schedule orchestras 
employed in’ musical comedy theaters 
are advanced August 1 from $39 per 
week to $33; dramatic, $24 to $26; 
vaudeville. $33.50 to $35: the New 
York Winter Garden to $35.25; the 
Hippodrome to $39.75. Musicians em- 
ployed in the so-called big-time vaude- 
ville theaters will work a maximum of 
six and one-half hours, at two shows, 
daily, with all overtime to he paid for 
extra. The vaudeville managers agreed, 
also, they would not reduce the size 
of their orchestras at this time. 

The new wage scale is about ten per 
cent below what the musicians 
had at first demanded. For instance 
they had asked $28 per week for the 
@ «matic theaters, $35 for the musical 
comedy and $40 for the two-a-day 
vaudeville houses. 

Rather than pay the demanded wage 
the United Managers’ Protective Asso- 
Ciation. which embraces in its mem- 
bership every dramatic, musical com- 
edy, vaudeville and combination thea- 
ter manager in Greater New York, an- 


nounced it would dispense entirely 
with union musicians, and would tn- 
‘tall nonunion musicians in their 


stead.

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KLAW SEES SINISTER MOTIVE 
IN CONGRESSIONAL ACTION 


President of U. M. P. A. Hints at Favoritism Towards 
Motion Pictures Against Legitimate Theatri- 
cals—Sounds a Warning and Pre- 
dicts Disclosures 


New York, July 28.—That certain 
influential members of Congress are 
vitally interested in the manufacture 
or exploitation of motion pictures is 
broadly hinted at in a statement just 
issued by Mare Klaw, as president of 
the United Managers’ Protective As- 
sociation, in which he refers to the 
evident favoritism being shown the si- 
lent drama in the matter of proposed 
taxation, while the more solid and 
stable legitimate managers are being 
singled out for excess burdens. 

Mr. Klaw does not openly charge 
that_members of Congress are directly 
connected with the manufacture of 
motion pictures, but he does assert 
that the favoritism being shown the 
silent drama, as compared with the 
legitimate stage, is sinister, and pre- 
dicts that the real inside facts will 
shortly be learned. Mr. Klaw’s warn- 
ing, which is especially timely, fol- 
lows: 

“It is about time that the managers 
of high-class theaters ‘spoke a piece,’ 
and refused to lie down supinely while 
Congress is deliberately legislating 
them out of existence in the interest 
of the motion picture enterprises. It 
is the most amazing thing I have ever 
come across—this sudden conversion 
of Congress to the film interests. 

“We learn all of a sudden that they 
have an ‘educational value,’ and that, 
therefore, they are to be exempt from 
taxation; but the drama, which for 
ages has been given up to the classics 
and poetry, is to be penalized. I sup- 
pose, for the same educational reason 
corporations dealing in books are go- 
ing to be exempt. If you made a prop- 
osition like that to Congress half of 
them would faint. 

“There is something back of this fa- 
voritism to the picture interests, the 
most lucrative branch of the amuse- 
ment business, and we shall probably 
find out what it is by and by.

Vaudeville Managers’ Pro- 
tective Association. This, it is stated, 
is to be their recoguition of the policy 
of the V. M. P. A. to play no acts not 
members of the N. V. A. H 

Because of the fact>that it has set 
a definite date, August 25, when no 
more membership applications will be 
considered under ¢xisting conditions, 
the Vaudeville Managers’ Protective 
Association, The Billboard learns, has 
requested the N. V. A. executives to 
defer the proposed action until after 
August 25. On and after that date 
the V. M. P. A. will discontinue ac- 
cepting applications for membership 
in its ranks, and any vaudeville man- 
ager not affiliated up to that time will 
stand outlawed so far as organized 
vaudeville is concerned. 

The indications are that the vaude. 
managers who do not belong to the 
Vv. M. P. A. will find it difficult after 
August 25 to secure desirable acts, 
just as acts experience no little diffi- 
culty securing consecutive routing un- 
less they are members of the N. V. A.

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STROLLERS’ CLUB ROOMS 
IN CHICAGO NOW. DARK 


Writ of Attachment Levied on Property of Unique 
Theatrical Organization—President Rob- 
ert Sherman Holds First Mort- 
gage of $936 


Chicago, July 28.—The Strollers’ Club, gen- 
erally conceded to be the most unique theatrical 
organization ever chartered in America, ap- 
parently is no more. The doors of the new 
clubrooms, immediately adjoining George M. 
Cohan’s Grand Opera House, where thousands 
of local and visiting theatrical people passed 
into the realms of wholesouled hospitality, are 
closed. On these same doors a writ of attach- 
ment, levied against the property, tells the 
tale of a great cause gone wrong, 

The little band of faithful members, to 
whom the club meant much, have pinned their 
hopes on the enforced sale of the well-nigh 1n- 
valuable collection of old prints, etc., for 
which the club has been noted. It has been 
estimated that it would eost over $30,000 were 
any individual to endeavor to duplicate the 
collection. However, the members would be 
glad to see $2,500 collected—enough to pay off 
obligations and give ‘‘the faithful’? an oppor- 
tunity to start anew. At a recent ‘‘distress’’ 
meeting it was announced that George M. Cohan 
had been communicated with and hope was enter- 
tained that he would purchase the collection 
for one of the New York clubs with which he 
is identified, 

Robert Sherman, president and chief sponsor 
of the organization, had made heroic efforts 
to “put the club on its feet.” He holds a 
first mortgage of $936. The writ of attach- 
ment levied on the property, which was the 
direct reason for the club’s closing, calls for 
about $450 due for rent in the club’s old 
quarters at 14 N. Dearborn street. Sherman is 
now in New York on business connected with 
his producing activities. His attorneys are 
looking after his claim and the interests of the 
club simultaneously. 

The Strollers’ Club was first established in 
1914 by Henry Meyers, under the name of 
Old Friends’ Club. The club made annual 
features of “revels’? at the Studebaker and 
Powers theaters and ‘rambles’? at Ravinia 
and, Riverview parks. Several stage celebrities 
appeared at the “revels’? and the ‘‘rambles”’ 
were marked by various contests, The club 
rame into the limelight last when it received 
and paraded with The Friars on the occasion 
ef their frolic at the Auditorium June 4, 1916.

JUST A “WORD, , PLEASE 


The more you get out of the N. V. A. the better off you are! 

If you got no other benefit than immunity from the exactions of the advertising 
solicitors of the trade papers your dues would still be a good investment. 

es Why not take the necessary steps to make the association useful to you to 
this extent? If you do be sure that the experience will teach you how to make it serve 
you well in some other way and after that in still other ways. 

There is no reason why you should be bled for big quarter, 
page ads by the theatrical papers. 

Dramatic actors are not. 

Burlesque people are not. 

Musical comedy artists are not. 

Why should vaudeville artists be singled out and held up—especially when all that 
you have to do is to have the “‘splash"’ ad declared unethical by the N. V. A.? 

There are no firmer believers in the tremendous power and potency of advertising 
than we folks on The Billboard staff. 

We know that rightly used its effects are miraculous and astounding. 

But we also know that this splash advertising wrung from vaudeville artists by 
sandbagging trade papers benefits them so little that when its deleterious effects are 
considered its benefits are entirely offset and the money expended for it is sheer waste. 

Its deleterious effects? 

Oh, yes; they exist. 

Point them out? 

Very well. Here goes: 

In the first place they demean the profession. The calling of the vaudeville artist 
IS a profession and as truly as is the practice of medicine and the law. The only doctors 
who advertise are quacks and even advertising lawyers are viewed askance. As long 
as self-landatory, boasting and vainglorious ads are the rule and not the exception 
vaudeartistry will ever be held to be a lower histrionic caste than that in which actors 
in general move. 

Then, too, the circulation of these uncommendable ads is almost entirely among other 
vaudeartists in whom they provoke only sneers and derision or jealousy and bitterness. 
In either case they create knockers. 

But their worst feature is their great cost and the drain they prove upon the funds 
for advertising that the artist can afford. This prevents him from indulging in legitimate 
methods—from patronizing a press agent, baving his own lobby d'splay, bis own window 
lithographs, three-sheets, even his own stand, etc., etc. 

A smal! dignified card carrying his own address or that of his agent is. all that a 
vaudeville artist under contract should carry in a trade paper, and when he is seeking 
engagement the same space devoted to an “At Liberty’? announcement will do bim as 
much good as a-page. 

We strongly urge artists to abandon the big vulgar displays. 

We do not want the business. 

We will accept it and print it when it is sent to us voluntarily, and we will pay actors’

M. P. THEATERS TO 
FIGHT MUSIC TAX 


Reasons Which Prompted Im- 
portant Resolution at Re- 
cent Exhibitors’ Conven- 

tion in Chicago 


Chicago, July 28.—It will probably interest 
music publishers Kast and West to know just 
why and how the motion picture theater owners 
intend to fight the so-called ‘*‘Music Tax,’ which, 
in accordance with a finding of the United States 
Supreme Court, giwst be paid for the rendition 
of all ‘copyright selections. The entire matter 
was thrashed out at the recent Seventh Annual 
Convention of the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ 
League of America, held at the Coliseum Annex, 
Chicago. 


The resolution covering this subject is a 
virtual boycott. It points out that the Su- 
preme Court decision awarding additional royal- 
ties to the writers of musical compositions—who 
have already received publishers’ royalties— 
exacts a tribute from theaters far greater than 
the valne of the service rendered. The ex- 
hibitors put themselves down as utterly opposed 
to such action and pledged themselves to ask 
Congress to amend the copyright laws in such a 
way that the objectionable features would be 
eliminated. Upon bearing figures tending to 
show the great amount of money theater own- 
ers would be required to pay, the exhibitors’ dele- 
gates readily voted a: per capita levy of $3 to 
earry on the fight, even tho it was shown that 
125 theater owners in New York City alone had 
agreed to conform with the dictum of the So- 
ciety of American Composers. 

The exhibitors’ musical adviser took the floor 
and explained that he had admonished exhibit- 
ors, in view of the gravity of the situation 
forced by the Court finding, to refrain from 
playing copyrighted selections. He pointed ont 
that there are so many beautiful uncopyrighted 
selections—those on which the copyright bas 
run out—that there is no need for the playing 
of copyrigited pieces by theater orchestras. 
Contemplation of this point will readily convince 
publishers that things are not as ‘rosy’ as the 
composers’ organization would have them believe, 
inasmuch as the popularity of their numbers de- 
pends greatly upen having them universally 
played. The musical adviser also pointed out, 
however, that the composers’ organization has 
the law with it, and that it is willing to confer 
with the exhibitors regarding a reduction of 
the scheduled rate. 

The laxity of promivent exbibitors—their 
failure to realize the importance of the ques- 
tion—was shown when the Chairman of the Tax

SONG LOGIC 


WHAT DOES THE PUBLIC WANT? 
They want ‘em fast, they want ‘em slow, 
They like ‘em any way; 
But write "em fast when they want ‘em slow 
And soon you'll be passe. 


That problem of all problems in the music publishing sphere—What 
Does the Public Want?—is as mystifying as ever. Sometimes it's hard to 
tell why the public falls for a given song, but it falls mighty hard. Then 
writers drop the pencils with which they have been scribbling original ideas 
and see how closely they can imitate the number the public liked. The cruel, 
unsympathetic public turns a deaf ear to the “just as good" numbers and 
takes up some new craze borrowed from colored islanders. The writers hastily 
follow, only to find that some simple, old-fashioned ballad with a title like 
Mother, I Miss You Now, is on everybody's ear. The writer, like the Dutch- 
man in the old story, is “damned if he does and damned if he doesn’t.” 

THE WRITER WHO NEVER GROWS OLD 


Who can refrain from admiring the writer who never grows old? <A few 
of them are still with us. Egbert Van Alstyne’s persistent endeavor to keep 
up with the times—for the most part successful—megts its reward in a royalty 
statement that does not shrink with the passing years. Jeff Branen disap- 
pears for a while and then pops back with a hit lyric. Only the undertake> 
will be able to tell us when Billy Jerome is thru, and we'd not be surprised to 
get a spiritual message from him. in the shape of a lyric written in the other 
world. Ed Rose, that Irish son of a gun, comes back with a good one ever 
and anon. Some tell us Irving Berlin is thru—that he has lost his confidence 
—but we who remember his performance a few years back don't believe it and 
expect him to come back with a hit any day. Gus Kahn spent ten weary years 
between his first hit and the song that brought him back, but he keeps grind- 
ing them out in regulation order. Theodore Morse gave us Mother not so long 
ago, tho only the oldest of us could remember his Blue Bell. As long as 
families contain more members than mothers only, we'll expect future good 
performances from Ted. Al Piantadosi, as a publisher, is putting out num- 
bers that go quite as well as his earlier efforts. When Vincent Bryan gets 
tired of writing motion picture scenarios we expect him to come back to the 
firing line with a few hits. All these boys are the fellow we're talking about 
—the writer who never grows old. May he live on forever. 


FROM CONCERT TO VAUDEVILLE 


Few acts which go from the concert field to the vaudeville stage succeed 
with their audiences. Their lack of success would be even more pronounced 
were it not for the kind foresight of the men who arrange the printed matter 
under the program billing. Most of this printed matter refers to the singers 
in such a way that the audiences imagine they are being favored with some- 
thing from a higher plane, and, therefore, treat it with respectful attention. 
The old interior “bunk,” with the master pianist at respectful attention 
while the great singer comes off stage, overwhelms the audience with a 
sense of the singer’s importance. But while the audience pays respectful at- 
tention, it seldom greets the conclusion of the song cycle with appreciative 
applause of more than a perfunctory nature. They pay respectful tribute to 
the genius of the singer in other fields and to the genius of the man who edits 
the program. But that’s about all. The reason for this lies in the fact that 
few high-class singers bear in mind the kind of a program of numbers that a 
vaudeville audience likes. Most of them think singing a batch of foreign gib- 
berish increases their prestige with the “common” vaudeville fans. Some day 
a concert singer who understands these things will come along, fit up his act 
properly and make such an instantaneous hit that he will be favored with a 
monetary reward that will maké it unnecessary for him to return to the con- 
cert field. Until then vaudeville audiences must suffer in silence and depend 
upon the regular vaudeville singing acts for the songs they really want to 
hear.

It 
would take considable reflection to determine 
what songs are really popular now.

The names of the 
French and English authors represented included 
simost every one that had made himself felt 
in contemporary dramatic literature. The whole

‘ties in advertising that would enable the

The dimes that are now passed thru the box 
office windows of two-dollar attractions under 
the impression that pictures are being shown 
within would place half a dozen big picture 
houses on a paying basis. The dollars that 
are lost to such attractions because of the 
same false impression are not to be estimated. 

The initiative is up to the legitimate peo- 
ple. They hesitate to advance along simple 


lines for fear that the picture people will 
follow and nullify their efforts. Every dis- 
tinetive feature of theatrical advertising has 


been appropriated by the picture people for 
their own benefit. What is there to prevent 
the further appropriation of innovations de- 
signed to distinguish between the two classes 
of goods? The practice of posting the name 
of a picture star in electrie lights has tn- 
creased the difficulty. John Jones appears in 
a spoken drama at the Ejghth Street Theater. 
The electric sign reads “John Jones.’ The 
Avenue Theater, « big picture house across 
the way, shows Jolin Jones’ latest feature. 
It4 electric sign reads ‘John Jones.” Around 
the corner the Nickelodeon takes advantage of 
the extra advertising being given Mr. Jonés 
that week and has resurrected one of Mr. 
Jones’ early picture efforts, and flaunts a 
canvas banner with nothing on it but the name 


more effective descriptive phrase is brought 
into use. The electric light problem is more 
difficult of solution, unless the public can be 
educated to recognize some symbol by which 
a temple of the spoken drama may be recog- 
nized at such times when it, too, is not show- 
ing pictures. As the pawnbroker has his three 
golden balls, as the ancient guilds each bore 
some symbol of their craft, so should the le- 
gitimate actor hang out his emblem during 
the hours when he is working at his regular 
trade and rot exploiting bis fame for the bene- 
fit of one of its by-products. The mirrer or the 
flaming torch might be adopted as an emblem 
were it not for the fact that such emblems 
are commonly dixplayed for decorative effect in 
the sign boards of movie houses. 

Finally, the newspapers should not be per- 
mitted to follow the name of a _ legitimate 
artist whose picture they print with the aame 
of « picture house at which the artist 
appearing in person without clearly stating 
that bis appearance there is in pictures only.

The layman, acting as the mouthpiece for 
the autbor, maintains that criminality is forced 
upon the poor unfortunate by association, en 
vironment and the lack of proper financial snp 
port. It is bis idea that crime is simply passion 
risen to white heat. And to convince the dis 
senting members of the society that the criminal 
will reform with proper help, both financial and 
social and an absolute trust in his honesty, he 
offers a wager of ten thousand dollars, select 
ing as the criminal te be reformed ‘‘Devil Dick’’

The novelty of the play lies first of all in 
its proposition, but the treatment both from 4 
technical and popular standpoint is also unusual, 
far removed from the class of conventional 
plays.

SPECIAL NOTICE 

“To managers, committees and associations of 
frontier contests, stampedes and rodeos: We, 
the undersigned lady bronk riders, have, after 
due consideration and deliberation, agreed and 
decided that we will be obliged to refuse to 
enter or ride at any contest during the season 
of 1917 or later for any purse that does not 
equal or exceed $500 (five hundred dollars), or 
ride exhibitions for less than 835 (thirty-five 
dollars) per horse, for the following reasons: 

“First—Women are expected to ride every 
day at every show, one for semi-finals and one 
final horse, seldom over three horses in a five 
or six-day contest, Usually the day money 
offered in the men’s bronk riding equals the 
women's entire purse. 

“Second—A five or six-day contest usually 
means for the girls seven, eight or nine horses 
each for a purse that will no more than pay 
our expenses to the next town. A woman's 
traveling expenses are more than a man’s. and 
her wardrobe costs more to keep up. We be 
lieve that our work is appreciated by the public 
and profitable enough for the box office to be 
self-supporting. We are willing to pay a rea- 
sonable entrance and be disqualified for any 
of the following reasons: Getting bucked off, 
popped or pulled down over qa horse's neck, 
pulling up slack, changing hands on our reins

REVIEW OF ICE CABARETS 

One would think that after a continuous run 
of three years of ice skating in the College Inn, 
Hotel Sherman, Chicago, that it would be ready 
to be side-tracked for other amusements. Such 
is not the case with the hotels and restaurants 
giving ice skating exhibitions in Chicago. At 
the College Inn Orrin and Mrs, Markhus, Pan 
Steele and Bob Condon and Bobby McLean are 
still holding forth. One change, tho, has been 
the addition of the dancer, Doraldina, which 
has added to the skating program considerably. 
At the North American Restaurant Harley Dav- 
idson and Alberta Jaroski, The Nickolsons, Jas. 
J. Bourke and Bonnie MacPherson, assisted by 
one singer and dancer, are still going big. 

The Terrace Garden, at the Morrison Hotel, the 
latest Chicago hostelry to put on ice skating, 
has a skating show consisting of sixteen skaters, 
giving three shows every day. Norval Baptie, 
who has complete charge of putting on the show, 
skates with Gladys Lamb; Rese and Honey, two 
of the skaters from the Hippodrome Show, New 
York; Franklin, Schmidt and the Roseau Sisters, 
four skating girls fresh from Healey’s, New 
York, assisted with a ballet of eight skating 
girls make up the big show.

Realizing Previous Benefits Officials IncreaseBudget 
for All Departments and Raise Premium Lists 
from $15,000 to $25,000 — Wonderful 
Array of Amusements and Attractions 


Shreveport, La., July 28.—Hardly a day passes 
without somebody inquiring if the Louisiana 
State Fair will be held this year. Enthusiasti- 
cally and proudly the reply is about like this: 

“Yes, indeed! Not only is the fair going to be 
held as usual, but the plans call for the biggest 
and the best on record, and there is every reason 
to believe that it will be a record breaker this 
year.’’

For them to miss a fair would be 
avorse than losing time at school, for there are 
lessons learned at the fairs that can not be 
found in books. Because of the service they 
render the farmers and their children, the fairs— 
State, county, district, community and local— 
must be conducted this year. 


Realizing the benefits the people of its terri- 
tory will receive from its exposition the Luisi- 
ana State Fair Association has increased its 
budget for all departments and has raised its 
premium list from $15,000 to $25,000, and is 
spending more money advertising this year's 
fair than ever before.

Subject No. 1—Advertising. Discussion led by

(1) Thru the newspapers; write the articles 
yourself, and if they are well written the 


paper will print them. (2) Thru booster trips 
with the ald of banners, a band, and if possible, 
a good speaker to boost the fair. (3) The 
juplication number scheme on buttons or badges 
is a good one, (4) Community fairs may be 
made one of the best advertising media; organ 
ize every community possible and results will 
. wonderful. (5) Concentrate on all advertis- 
ng in two or three weeks before the fair. (6) 
Automobile banners are splendid and should be 
nlaced on back of cars almost any length of 
time previous to the dates of the fair. 

subject No. 2—Community Fairs as an Asset 
to County Fairs. Discussion led by William R, 
Yimmons, Rock Hill. 

(1) They serve to Interest the largest num- 
ber of people thruout the county by means of a 
splendid community spirit or pride, which re- 
cults in bringing them together at the county 
fair. (2) These fairs constitute the best means 
ef getting people in the habit of exhibiting, 
without which, of course, no fair can be a suc- 
(3) Offer a big prize and two smaller 
amounts for the best exhibits brought by each 
ommunity fair as a whole to the county fair.

Subject No. 5—How To Interest Farmers in 
the Fair. Discussion led by W. A. Stuckey,

(1) Clearly state to all the purpose of your 
ounty fair. Make it clear that the money made 
at the fair is an incidental matter, that it is 
net a community undertaking, but that it fs 
simply to develop the county as a whole. Ask 
the farmers to join hands with the director 
of the fair asseciation in this great undertaking, 
(2) Develop the personal interest of the farmers 
f the different part of the county by automo- 
biles full of busy business men and farmers who 
are willing to show their interest in the fair 
by taking the time for these trips. (3) Secure 
the help of all connty agents, both men and 
women. These will be great help in getting 
exhibits and interesting the farmers. (4) Be 
careful to appoint committeemen who are 
terested in some particular phase of the fair.

Forbidden in Vermont Because of In- 
fantile Paralysis 


Burlington, Vt., July 26.—Last week a 
most sweeping order was issued dealing with 
infantile paralysis in Vermont, when the State 
Board of Health, after a conference in this 
city, at which Governor Graham was present, 
voted to issue an order forbidding the holding 
of fairs, State or county, chautauquas, street 
carnivals or circuses until further notice. ‘The 


order, issued by the Board, is as follows: 
“To date we have bad in this State sixty. 
cight cases of infantile paralysis this year. 


This is a greater number of cuses than we 
have hid in any year during the last five years, 
with one exception. Sixty-one of these cases 
and six deaths have occurred since Jrne 16. 
These cases, with three exceptions, have been 
contined to Washington County. There are good 
reasous for hoping that this outbreak can be 
checked at this time.’’ 

The Board also voted that strictly local gath 
erings may be forbidden at any time in the 
discretion of the State Board, as conditions 
may warrant.

New York, July 30.—A ‘“war’’ luncheon, 
unique in every respect, will be tendered at 
the Hotel Astor on Thursday next (August 2) 
to United States Senators, Governors of vari- 
ous States and Mayors of cities to afford them 
an opportunity to inspect the album containing 
their signatures, which has been prepared as a 
historic letter of cheer to General Pershing, in 
command of the American troops in France.

This unique letter has no counter- 
part in American history, and its success in 
no small measure is due to the publicity and 
approval the press has accorded the idea.

Washington, July 28.—Manager of photoplay 
exchanges in Washington are seriously consider 
ing moving these exchanges to Baltimore as a 
result of what they consider unreasonable re 
strictions thrown around thelr business here. 
In Baltimore, it is claimed, no such alleged un 
reasonable restrictions are thrown around the 
handling of films. New police regulations gov 
erning the handling of films were adopted here 
after conferences between the District Building 
Inspector and Fire Marshal and representatives 
of the film companies. 

These district officers assert that regulations 
adopted provide for the storage of films in fire- 
proof vaults; that they may not be stored, ban 
dled or manufactured in any building used wholly 
or partly for residential purposes; that all fix- 
tures, shelving and furniture in the rooms where 
films are stored or handled shall be of metal or 
of noncombustible material, and that not more 
than ten reels shall be exposed for examination 
or repair at one time, and bot more than one 
exposed reel shall be in the hands of any one 
person at any one time, Furthermore, that films, 
when not under examination, repair or In use, 
shall be ineclosed in metal retainers. 


J. H. Butner, president of the Washington 
Film Managers’ Association, states that mem

here are too rigid, in view of the precautions

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CLARA KIMBALL YOUNG WINS 


RIGHT TO HEAD OWN COMPANY 


Contract With Lewis J. Selznick Abrogated and 
Star Will Produce Pictures, To Be Dis- 
tributed by Company Headed 
by Adolph Zukor 


New York, July 28.—Announcement ‘is made 
by Clara Kimball Young, the motion pieture 
star, that her contract with Louis J. Selznick 
has been abrogated, and that, having won her 
right to head her own organization in the 
manufaeture ef photoplays, sie will begin at 
once to do so. The statement emanating from 
the Clara Kimball Young offices follows in part: 

“The various rumors regarding Clara Kimball 
Young and Lewis J. Selznick, which have filled 
the air the past few weeks, have at last 
taken a definite shape, and the official announce- 
men is finally made that Miss Yeung is to have 
her heart’s desire and head her own producing 
organization, 

“About three months ago, after finishing her 
last picture, Miss Young suddenly picked up 
bag and baggage and left for California, de- 
claring she would make no more pictures for 
Lewis J. Selznick, at about the same time filing 
suit in the New York courts against the Lewis 
J. Selznick Enterprise and the Clara Kimball 
Young Film Corporation, asking for an account- 
ing and the annulment of her contract with 
Selznick, which had until 1921 to run. The 
amount involved in this suit totaled around 
a half million dollars. 

“Mr, Selznick replied with a countersuit, 
claiming Miss Young to be under exclusive 
contract to make pictures for him, declaring 
her agreement with him to be an ‘employment 
contract’ and that he would not release her 
from the fulfillment of same under any cir- 
cumstances, 

“Miss Young herself took a hurried trip thru 
the West, visiting the various exchanges, build- 
ing up her fences and entrenching herself for 
her contemplated legal battle and her right to 
produce and control her own pictures, 

“Miss Young fired her first 42-centimeter bomb 
in the trade papers, announcing. her inde- 
pendence and that she would begin producing 
pictures at once, and market them herself 
thru the various independent exchanges. Mr. 
Selznick responded with an advertisement 
warning exhibitors and exchangemen to do no 
business with Miss Young. 

“Then rumors flew thicker and faster than 
ever. The battle was short and never reached 
the courts, for last week each discontinued 
their suits against the other, Mr. Selznick re- 
leasing Miss Young from her contract and 
agreeing to dissolve the Clara Kimball Young 
Film Corporation, This left Miss Young free 
to act as she pleased, and in turn she dropped 
the suit which she had instituted, 

“A new distributing company, of which 
Adolph Zukor is the prime factor, has been 
organized under the laws of the State of New 
York to market and distribute all the Clara 
Kimball Young productions. It will be known 
as the C. kK, Y. Film Corporation, and has con- 
tracted to purchase outright eight er more 
pictures a year from Miss Young for four 
years, 

“Miss Young heads her own organization and 
dominates the same completely, selecting her

Maryland: Maces of amusement having «a 
seating capacity of less than 200, $15; less 
than 300, $30; less than 400, 835; less than 
$40. This is where the admission does not 
exceed 5 cents. Where the admission te 16 
cents or more the license shall be: Less than 
200, $20; less than 300, $30; less than 40”. 
£40: less than ™O, &60. Those having a seating 
capacity of over 1,000, $100. Where exhibitions 
do not exceed three nights per week the fee 
shall be one-half of the above, 

Montana: No license shall be required for the 
operation or exhibition of moving pictures tn 
any city, town or village where the population 
does not exceed 1,500. In all other cities the 
license shall be $27 per year. 

Texas: From each owner or keeper of ever) 
kinetoscope. cimeograph or similar machine 
instrument used for profit, which shows the 
lifelike motions of persons or animals, an an 
nual occupation tax of $25.

The Fox Scenario Editor,Tells of Screen 


New York, July 28, 1917. 
if you are a wouldbe motion picture scenario 
writer, bearken to the words of wisdom from 
the Nps of Jack G, Leo, the strenuous young 
man in charge of the scenario department of 
the Fox Film Corporation. 

As one who wades thru a two-foot pile of 
mailed-in scenarios every day in search of one 
fair bloswom of intelligence in a desert al 
banality, Mr. Leo knows whereof he speaks. 

“Human appeal,’ said Mr. Leo in a recent 
interview with The Billboard man, ‘‘is the main 
requirement in a screen story. Stories with 
heart interest, intense feeling and the sure 
appeal which moves an aud.ence to laughter or 
tears—these are what every scenario editor is 
looking for. 

“Public tastes may change, new schools of 
fection and plays may come and go, but there 
is one thing eternally fixed and changeless— 
The Human Heart, 

“Out of the scenarios submitted by em- 
bryonic writers, 99 &-10 per cent are rejected 
for one or both of the following reasons: 

“1. An obvious and t?me-worn story that has 
no new twist in ft to lessen the curse of its 
triteness. 

“2. Utter lack of knewledge on the author's 
part of what can and what can not be done 
on the screcn. 

“I can heartily recommend the ambitious 
scenarioist to see every motion picture he can 
on the screen and study their techoique. After 
a while he will come to know what to dvbill 
and whether his story compares favorahly m 
plot and action with the best of the pictures 
be has seen. 

“IT am not exaggerating when I say that Mr, 
Fox, in his extensive and intensive observation 
of the picture and its relation to the people, 
has studied the heart of a nation? His observa- 
tion has covered hundreds of towns aml cities 
in the United States end Canada, and enables 
me to state briefly the needs of the scenario 
department of this Corporation, as set forth 
by Mr, Fox. 

“First, the story must be human in its sap 
peal, and in its after effects touch the best that 
is in our natures. It must be cheerful and 
possess ingenuity of plot. It must be lighted, 
glorified or inspired by love. 

“The story’s the thing. This is the one big 
elemental trath of the whole industry. It is 
an impressive, artistic truth, and a commercial 
one as well, which is suppetted by the testi- 
mony of thousands of box offices. The story's 
the thing. 


“It is impossible to give a set rule for the 
successful story, for one may be most expert 
in the mere mechanics of construction and yet 
lack that subtle touch that brings the play 
into intimate personal relation to the behaider® 
The simplest of stories, thru the use of sus- 
pense, may be made just as gripping and mov- 
ing as the most strenuous melodrama. The 
Fox census has shown this. 

‘The writers of scenarios, therefore, can not 
co amiss if they play on the-keyboard of human 
passion, sounding the impressively dominant 
theme, the deftly appealing undertones, com- 
pelling overtones, and, most of all, the happy, 
joyous, sunny notations of love. 

“Mr. Fox at a recent canference on scenarios 
announced his policy of enga fing the foremost 
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American authors to furnish photoplays exclu- 
sively for the Fox Film Corporation, but the 
need is so pressing and the demand so large that 
we are in the market for good, virile dramatic 
stories, whetber distinguished by a famous 
name or that of an entirely unknown author. 

“The industry has reached such a stage of 
development and the public has been educated 
to such a point that it is absolutely imperative 
that more art in the shaping of -pictures should 
be manifest. We must dring to the work the 
novelty of freshness and striking originality. 

“We have only started to gather around us 
the strongest staff of authors that money can 
secure, and in invoking this aid to the making 
of the perfect picture we believe, naturally, 
that the author is deserving of every considera- 
tion. He is the one who conceives the thought 
that is finally to appeal to the emotions of mil- 
lions of people fn all lands. He is the wisard 
of the silent spell invoked out of the invisible, 
and shaped into words. He is entitled to every 
consideration furthermore Decause without the 
big thought, the master hand of a director and 
the interpretive ability of the star would avail 
nothing. 

“Poor stories in the beginning, no matter 
what the skill of the director and star may be, 
almost invariably bring unsatisfactory results. 
With capable writers of established reputation, 
who have studied the needs and possibilities of 


the sereen, we are beginning a new period of 
efficiency in production and effectiveness in pre- 
sentation, and of a sure appeal to a steadily in- 
creasing and appreciative public."* 

When Jack Leo talks In this strain the inter- 
, Viewer is conscious of a complete feeling of 


confidence in the sincerity of his words and of 
the fact that he has proven his right to ex- 
press opinions on the subject. 

For Mr. Leo has, by a long career in various 
phases of motion picture activity, acquired an 
expert knowledge of «he technical side of 
picture production, while his earlier training as 
a newspaper and magazine writer and editor 
equips him admirably for ‘he literary side of 
his labors in the scenario department. Before 
taking charge of this department Mr. Leo was 
head of the Fox Film laboratories, many of the 
duties of which position he still fulfills in addi- 
tion to his scenario work.

We didn't want 
the baby to cry at all, but there wus nothing 
we could do to make it stop. Both Lyons and 
Moran and Edith Roberts, as well as everyone 
concerned in the picture, bad, absolutely, post- 
tive Instructions to not even appear to be rong 
or in any way mistreat or mishandle the baby. 

Whenever Lyons and Moran stepped into the 
Seene with the baby or in the same room with 
the baby it would start to ery. There was 
considerable ad lib action In the picture but 
it was suggestive instead of actually rough. By

During the last few days the New York 
offices of The Billboard were visited by a num- 
ber of carnival men, including proprietors, gen- 
eral agents and special railroad men, and all bad 
the same plaint; a lack of willingness on the 
part of the railway officials to matte any con- 
cessions, 

Most of the caravans now playing in Kaster™ 
territory contemplate going South, beginni 
in September, but the decision of such rail- 
rouds as the Southern, the Atlantic Coast Line, 
the Seaboard, the Norfolk & Western, and 
others to make no more haul contracts has put 
a crimp in the plans of many of the outdoor 
showmen, 

Among the general agents who succeeded in 
convincing railway officials of the error of their 
ways the lust week was M, B, Golden (Duke). 
general representative for the Polack bros.’ 
Twenty Big Shows and the Rutherford Greater 
Shows, who after weeks of earnest endeavor. 
including a three days’ ‘‘personal encoutiter”’ 
in New York City, finally induced the Lebigh 
Valley Railroad to haul the Polack Show from 


Elmira, N. Y., to Cortland on August 19. 
This haul totals about 62 miles, but the 
Lehigh, up to late Friday, positively refused 


to make the haul over a 25-mile streteh straight 
up the mountains, Golden finally came to New 
York, and, after three days of pleading and 
entreaty, finally secured the desired contract 
and the Lehigh Valley will make the haul * 
laid out. This completes Golden's railroading 
for the entire season, and, unless there shovid 
be some slip-up the Polack Shows will stay 
out until some time in December, 

Other carnival men, however, have not been 
so fortunate, and there is 9 well-grounded 
feeling that unless conditions right themselves 
during the next couple of weeks a number of 
the outfite will be forced to close up for the 
season.

MANAGERS’ ASSOCIATION IN 
RATE FIGHT 
(Continued from page 3) 


operating in the territory described. Only the 
respondents propose to withdraw from participa- 
tion in the above-named tariff, without provid- 
ing avy rates, rules, or regulations whatscever, 
for the transportation of special passenger or 
baggage cars over their lines. Upon protest filed 
by the Car-Owning Managers’ Association of 
St. Louis, Mo., the schedules were suspended un- 
til August 7, 1917. 

“The exclusive use of special passenger or 
baggage cars in this territory is principally 
availed of by dramatic, minstrel, or chautanqua 
companies, Protestant’s association represents 
about 16,000 amusement managers, who, it is 
claimed, have invested about $1,000.000,000 In 
show property, including private cars. These 
privately owned cars frequently are used instead 
of respondents’ cars and generally one passenger 
ear and one baggage car are required for each 
movement. The present rates for the trans- 
portation of these cars apply te those furnished 
either by the carriers or by others. 

“Respondents state that the handling of spe- 
clals passenger and baggage cars at the present 
rates is unprofitable; that that class of traffic 
is not Dearing ite share of the operating ex- 
penses; that the estimated cost of opeciting their 
passenger trains containing five cars ix $1.20 
per mile, or 24 cents per car-mile: that their 
earnings for the year 1915 were about 90 cents 
per passenger-train mile: that their gross pas- 
senger earnings for the fiscal year 1915 were ap- 
proximately $30,000 less than they were for the 
same period 15 years ago; and that their pas- 
senger service bas shown a vet loss for several 
years, The manuer of arriving at these figures is 


not disclosed. There is no showing that any part 
of this alleged loss was definitely attributable to 
the class of service in question, No substantial 
evidence was introduced to shew the cost of 
handling these special cars, nor Were the aver 
age hauls or earnings disclosed, Respondents 
further state that they are frequently require: 
to furnish special passenger cars in instances 
where it Is peevssary to Baul the empty cars 
great distances for loaded hauls of relatively 
short distances, aml that the expense of the 
empty movement frequently approaches closely 
the pasSenger revenue. 

“Respondents contend that in certain in 
stances individuals and small parties under sep 
urate Management cousolidate for the sele pur 
owe of securing party rauies, and the use of 
special baggage cats for the transportation in 
passenger service of their baggage or parapher 
nalia, which consists of tent poles, merry-go 
rounds, guseline eugines, trunks, and buxes con 
taining novelties to be offered for sule and va- 
rious other articles whieh should preperly be 
classed and handled as freight. Also that the 
transportation of these special cars subjects re- 
spondents to fire and personal injury hazards, in 
that the cars are frequently used as living quar 
ters and carry cook stoves; and there is a risk 
of personal injury to the parties occupying the 
cars aml a danger of fire being started by sparks 
from the stove or from the careless use of 
torches, especially during the season when cotton 
ia stored on station platforms. Respondents’ 
witness, however, was unable to atate that dam 
age claims of any consequence had ever been 
filed or paid as a result of handling special cars. 

It is further contended that we are without 
power to prevent the respondents’ withdrawal 
from participation in rates for the transporta- 
tien of special passenger and baggage cars which 
are below the normal level. It is their desire, 
however, to continue to furnish and transport 
upon reasonable request therefor, special or 
private passenger and baggage cars, but unde 
special contracts, such as are now filed with the 
Commission with respect to the transportation of 
circuses, Respondents say that If permitted to 
withdraw from the present rates on special 
passenger and special baggage cars, and if neces 
sury, to file tariffs, they are willing toe publish 
a rate of 30 cents per car-mile, with a ontnifvem 
charge of $25 for each movement, such charge 
to be separate from and in addition to the regu 
larly established passenger fares contemporan- 
eously in effect. The question of the reasonable 
ness of these suggested rates is not before us. 

“Protestant’s members have provided them 
selves with private passenger cars at an expense 
estimated at $10,000,000, so that they may con 
trol the necessary equipment upon which they can 
depend. A delay in furnishing equipment would 
compel the cancelation of impertant engore 
ments am! generally demoralize their enter 
prises. Considerable argument ix directed! to 
the advantages of the use of pretestant’s private 
ears both to the amusement companies and te 
respondents, but that question is not in issue 
in this proceeding. As stated, the proposal of 
respondents is, by the suspended schedules, to 
withdraw their participation in published rates 
and rules governing this class of transportation. 
This omission, which would result fn the disrup- 
tion of a traffic which is widespread and of 
long continuance, can not be accepted as reasen- 
able; and if the traffic is not reasonably re- 
munerative, carriers should, npon a proper show 
ing, prepese a reasonable substitute schedule. 

“Protestant observes that respondents do not 
pay anything for the use of the private cars or 
bear any expense of their upkeep, “Whereas re- 
spondents pay the Pullman Company from 1 to 2 
cents per mile for the use of Pullman cars: keep 
the ruuning gears thereof in repair; haul the 
cars te and from the repair shops free: and 
grant one or more employees of that company 
free transportation. Protestant contends that 
this constitutes onjust discrimination: that the 
proposed cancelations would render the diserim- 
ination more intense; and that, as 2 watter of 
fact, respondents should reimburse protestant for 
the use of the privately owned equipment. Also 
that the propesed withdrawal wonkl exelude 
traveling amusement companies from operating 
at points on respondents’ lines. 

“We find that respondents have net justified 
their proposed withdrawal from participation in 
the present rates, rules, and regulations, and 
an order will be entered requiring the cancel- 
ation of the schedules under suspension.”* 

COMA is to be congratulated on its great 
victory, and Major W. I. Swain, who represented 
it In this case, is deserving of no small amount 
of eredit for his work.

And Mr. Gumpertz has, I believe, 
the bearty approval and moral support of all 
right-thinking showmen. I am of the opinion, 
however, that he is making the fight on much 
the lesser evil from which the carnival body 
is suffering when he chooses the ‘privilege 
ear’ as his point of attack. To my mind it is 
of little or no consequence to the showman or 
legitimate concessionaire whether or not the 
“pobbers of the public’’ meet in a privilege car 
on the run and steal from one another. The 
main fact to be borne in mind is this: That under 
existing and recognized conditions of the entire 
carnival world these “‘parasites’’ are privileged 
and protected in fleecing the public to the detri- 
ment of the legitimate members of the profes- 
sion. The money used in play in privilege cars 
Was secured by its possessors thru the same or 
more questionable means from the public, upon 
whose patronage and good opinion all legitimate 
business depends; and as long as these “‘human 
leeches,’’ with their crudely vulgar methods, are 
permitted to prey upon the public it is of 
little importance how much they steal from one 
another. The point in question is just this: 
How long will the carnival business exist under 
present conditions ?—and to what extent will the 
showman and the long-suffering public endure 
before constantly changing public opinion places 
the ban on all carnival organizations, good, bad 
or indifferent ‘‘grift’’ and lewd, vulgar girl 
shows and closes a large part of the best ter- 
ritory in the country? And it is only a question 
of time when the sentiment against illezitimate 
“‘features’’ will sound the death knell of car- 
nivals unless some drastic means are employed 
to forever eliminate the ‘‘cooch’’ and ‘‘grift’’ 
from tent show organizations. This, then, is the 
logical point of attack, and it is along the line 
where the greatest results can be obtained. This 
is my only criticism. Mr. Gumpertz did a brave 
and good thing in starting the protest that is 
bound to result in great good: but he failed to 
apply the ax at the root. The vulgar ‘“‘cooch’’ 
and “‘grift’’ are what the showman demande re- 
iief from, and time will bring it. But I 
doubt if it will emanate from showmen or their 
«fforts—singly or collectively. Sbowmen, gener- 
ally speaking, are so inoculated with ego and 
the individualistic doctrine of the ‘‘survival of 
the fittest’ that I question the success of any 
effort to get them lined up to do battle in even 


which have no real justification for existence, 
having neither good ner clean shows—and all 
have their ‘‘grift’’ element. This, I believe, 
will be the direct cause from which relief will 
come. War measures necessitate the drastic 
use of all public service, and, as. these many 
shows require railroads constantly, it is within 
the bounds of reason to suppose that our Govern- 
ment will shortly declare against the movement 
of any carnival company, except those that, in 
its opinion, are ‘‘fittest to survive.’’ I expect 
to see-—and would heartily approve of it—the 
appointment of a censor commission to pass upon 
the quality and morals of all tent shows, with 
the result that the number will be materially 
lessened and the quality, moral standard and 
character greatly elevated. Censorship is bound 
to come to the tent ehow as surely as it did to 
the motion picture, and, in my humble opinion 
(based upon experience and a survey of the rag- 
tag outfits operating under the name of carnival 
companies), it will be the more welcome the 
quicker it comes. Pardon my longwindedness,

Itegarding what Mr. Gumpertz says about 
ysing one’s brains, energy and bank roll, it 
seems only just to remind Mr. Gumpertz that 
the carnival is a business and that the majority 
of the people connected with it try to run it 
on a business basis. If Mr. Gumpertz has been 
led into a charitable use of his brains, energy 
and bank roll it is quite evident that he now 
regrets it. If others have been beguiled into 
similar evil ways it is their brains, their energy 
and their bank roll they have expended, and it 
bas probably been expended as personal inclina- 
tion dictated. 

in recent years much has been done toward 
the improvement, both morally and physically, 
of many of the cities of our land; but the in- 
centive to improve came from within, and not 
from without. It was not the Governors of the 
States who got behind the evils and weeded 
them out. 

For the information and instruction of Mr. 
Gumpertz would say that a carnival company 
is a combination of shows and concessions who 
organize and affiliate for their mutual monetary 
advantages. It is im a way a city on a small 
scale, and the incentive for improvement must 
come from within, and not from without. In all 
organizations where different people are banded 
together there will be found much that is good 
and some that is bad. A carnival company is 
po exception to the rule, 

If there is any vileness in our family do we 
pot try to weed it out without the assistance of 
outsiders? In fact do we ever call in outside as- 
sistance unless all other ways and means have 
failed? Have we not men and women of suf- 
ficient intelligence and integrity within our 
ranks to combat and overcome the majority of 
the evils with which we have to contend? 

The National Outdoor Sbhowmen’s Association 
js an organization of show people, by show peo- 
ple, and for show people. It seems rather 
astounding that our business should be attacked 
by one who, as a member of NOSA, we MUST 
think of as one of ourselves, 

Some of us came into the carnival business 
one way and some of us another. I bave beard 
Mr. Gumpertz first became connected with the 
outdoor show business when he bought and con- 
ducted privileges at various § fairs, Those 
of ue who are connected with the car 
nival find that it encompasses our life, both 
from a business and a secial standpoint, to a 
much greater extent than the majority of busi- 
nesses. We all want the best for it. ‘This de- 
sire for the best is a human propensity which 
has dominated mankind since the beginning of 
things, and bas brought the world to its present 
advanced civilization. 

Mr. Gumpertz is not the first who has sug- 
gested that the outdoor show business is not a 
Sunday-school proposition; but he is the first to 
suggest the soliciting of the services of a 
Governor of a State to eradicate such evils as 
exist. Methods of improvement have been 
talked of and considered at various times by 
some bere and some there; but we have had in 
the past no organization of show people thru 
which these matters could be properly discussed. 
Wouldn't a consultation among ourselves be a 
Yast improvement on such method as suggested? 

This week's Billboard is just to hand, and be- 
fore concluding this letter am adding these 
paragraphs, based on Mr. Gumpertz's article ap- 
pearing in this issue. 

Mr. Gumpertz is more concise and intelligible 
in bis statements this week. Had this article 
of his appeared in The Billboard week of July 
7 I feel quite sure he would have had the respect 
of a much greater majority of people in the 
carnival business; but even in this article his 
remarks regarding Whitie Josslyn are rather 
small, as coming from a man who wishes to 
take the position of a leader in a movement of 
this kind—and I cannot but say rather inaccu- 
tate, at least in one respect. His article of 
this week, replying to that part of Mr, Josslyn’s 
letter, wherein the privilege car is mentioned, I 
quote Mr. Josslyn: “Apply to some cases, but 
not to all." Mr. Gumpertz says: “That is 
exactly and all that I said." Now quoting 
Mr. Gumpertz In his article in The Billboard of 
week of July 7: ‘*This is truly a proper name 
for the car, as I hardly think there is an il- 
legitimate privilege that has ever been thought 
of that cannot be seen in the ‘privilege car.’ ” 
Now, I leave it to our readers is “That is ex- 
actly and all that I sald?’ So much for that. 

Mr. Gumpertz states this week that he has_re- 
ceived 264 letters. There are many more than 
26) people connected with this show alone, and 
under “Carnival Companies’ in this week's 
Billboard there are 68 routed, and under the 
head of “Additional Routes, Received too Late 
for Claswification,”’ there are 42, the majority of 
these being carnival companies, totaling in the 
neighborhood of 100 shows who have sent their 
mutes to The Billboard. 

Wouldn't it have been the proper thing 
for Mr. Gumpertz, as vice-president of NOSA, 
to have made an appeal thrn The Billboard to 
all carnival managers for a conference, stating 
in a concise manner just WHAT he was attack- 
‘mg and why he was attacking it? 

It is not the legislation that is passed which 
counts, it is the way in which it is interpreted 
which counts, and that it is interpreted accord- 
ing to the character of the people elected to of- 
flees of authority in the various towns, citles, 
counties and States of our country has been 
‘emonstrated not only in our basiness but in all 
lines of human endeavor times without number. 
Also regarding legislation regulating our busi- 
ness: it Is a subject which, however much leg- 
islated upon, still would remain an unsolvable 
conundrum to the majority of officials with 
Whom we come in contact, 

Mr, Gumpertz says that be himeelf bas been 
taken in by concession people whom he has 
Placed at Coney Island.

his article to ‘‘joints’’ that are square or are 
not square, but as to whether the people run 
ning them will work for a dime grind, or go 
after the money when it shows up, does he ex- 
pect to have legislation passed that will em- 
power the city and county officials to be in 
terpreters of the human intent by looking at a 
man? 

Closing I wish to say, personally, that I am 
not “taking up for anybody;’’ also that I have 
never worked a ‘“‘flat joint’? in my life: (Mr. 
Gumpertz may need a definition for the expres- 
sion, “flat joint;’’ the old-timers in the cir- 
cus and carnival business do not); also that I 
um not in the girl show business, have never 
in the role of employer or booking agent derived 
any benefit AT ALL, whether personal or mone- 
tary, from any individual or collection of in- 
dividuals who make their bread and butter 
(sometimes the bread with mighty little butter) 
in that line of business. Can Mr. Gumpertz say 
as much? 

And now I reiterate the entente of this entire 
letter and condense it in the following sentence: 
Let us, all of us, by all means, work for the im- 
provement, betterment and advancement of the 
OUTDOOR SHOW BUSINESS, but let all 
changes be advocated by people within our own 
ranks and carried out by people within our own 
ranks, MRS.

Sirs—lI want to say a few words regarding 
the stand taken by Sam Gumpertz and your 
valuable publication on the question of ‘‘grift.’’ 

There is no question but what you are both 
right. 

But it’s going to be a tough nut to crack. 

First—Can a carnival company get along 
without concessions? Second—What is a legit- 
imate concession? Third—Can the fine ling 
that divides the legitimate from the illegiti- 
mate be defined? . 

Answering the first question fer you I wiil 
go on record as saying that the average present- 
day carnival company can no more get along 
without concessions during their so-called car- 
nival season than a newspaper or magazine can 
get along without their advertising. The con- 
cessions represent the profits of the company— 
if there are any. If you will take the trouble te 
pay a visit to Mr. Gumpertz’s Dreamland side- 
show at Coney Island, you will find that there 
are many concessions there; and I will venture 
to say that they represent a goodly portion of 
the season's profits. 

I am again willing to go on record as saying 
that I don’t believe there is a SHOWMAN in 
the game (by showman I mean the man who en- 
tered the game via the show line and not the 
merchandizing part or the concession end of the 
game) who would not give his ‘‘right eye’’ (some 
would give their “‘right leg’’) to be able to di- 
vorce himself entirely from the concession end 
could he be certain of at least making a reasen- 
able profit on his investment. This is not be- 
cause the individual concessionaire is a bad 
fellow as a rule, but simply because the ma- 
jority of the trouble that arises around and about 
a show is usually caused by some complaint or 
other against some concession, which usually 
keeps the manager in “hot water.’ 

Second—According to my idea a legitimate 
concession is one that is not only within the 
law, but it is also one that strictly observes 
the law in every community in which it operates. 
Now step and think. How many legitimate 
concessions do you know of” Wheels of any and 
every kind? No! Do you Know of any reg- 
ularly organized carnival company in this coun- 
try that does not operate a wheel where they 
can get away with it? What is the difference 
between a’* wheel and a “pickout’’? Do you 
know that Sam Gumpertz operates one of the 
largest and most successful “pickouts’’ in 
America in his Dreamland Circus Side-Show? 
Don’t misunderstand me. I am not rapping Sam. 
Facts are facts and cannot be denied. I am for 
him and with him, 

Do you know of any game «rerated on a car- 
nival greund with any carnival company that 
has not an element of chance attached to it? 
Could the concessionaire ‘‘live’’ if he tried to 
get aleng on the same profit that the town mer- 
chant makes on his sales, keeping in mind that 
the concessionaire has to pay railroad fare, 
lights, hauling and a thousand aml one inci 
dental expenses every week that the local mer- 
chant does not have? No! No! That's the rea- 
son for the game of chance. 

You know that they can’t all have lemonade 
stands and cookhouses. ‘Twould be a funny look- 
ing carnival company that had ten or fifteen 
“juice joints’’ and cookhouses. And, according 
to my idea, that’s the sum total of concessions 
that would be carried if they all lived literally 
up to the leiter of the law. 

Third—What is the difference between an 
operator of a roll-down, for instance, who takes 
a man for 10 cents ten times and the fellow 
who takes a man once for $1? One is a ‘*10- 
cent” store and the other is a ‘“‘grift joint.’’ 
What is the difference between petit and grand 
larcency? Only the difference in the penalty 
imposed by the law. 

Do you know of any carnival company that 
places a ban on “roll-down’’? Even clean 
Coney Island, ably and efficiently administered 
by Mr. Gumpertz, is full of them 

Is “‘palmistry’’ more legitimate when worked 
for a quarter than for $5? It seems to me it's 
only a question of quantity, not quality. Dees 
Mr. Gumpertz rent any space to palmists? When 
is palmistry grift? 

Now, remember, I am not singling out “roll 
downs” and “palmistry.”” They just happened 
to be the first things that came to my mind 
They all look alike to me. The concessions 
that we have today are the best that we can 
get at present under existing conditions, an¢ 
you can’t blame the operator if he tries to 
make what he came out on the read to make— 
money. 

THE ANSWER—“THE GRAFTER MAKES 
THE GRIFTER.” 

When you eliminate the GRAFTER from the 
police denartment you will eliminate the GRIFT 
from outdoor shows. They are absolutely and 
positively interdependent. GRIFT CAN'T EX- 
IST WITHOUT GRAFT. For instance, as an il-

Many of the free attractions lost their ward- 
robe, as the dressing rooms were located under- 
neath the grand stand. Among those who 
sustained heavy losses in this respect were thie 
Four Wilhats, who lost practically their entire 
wardrobe, and the Belleclair Bros,, whose iond- 
stand loop-the-loop paraphernalia was const]- 
erably damaged. 

The only injuries received were two firemen, 
who were burned bout the hands, and Capt. 
Maxmillian Gruber, whose love for his wonder- 
ful animals caused him to take heroic ‘easure; 
in order to save them, and he was severely 
burned about the head, face and left arm. 
Capt. Gruber was taken to the hospital, but 
was able to appear on the scene the next day,

I was here in 1809 with the Gaskill Shows, 
and the towners rebelled at paying ten cents 
at the front gate, and tried to tear the fence 
around the midway down. The authorities 
ectled out the fire department, and there was a 
fine, flerce fight that put the kibosh on our trade 
for the balance of the week. So you see how 
much chance the Parker (Himself) Greatest 
Shows should have stood in Saginaw.

went thru an exceptionally tough spring season 

-tad business, bad weather and bad show; but 
the manager had a change of heart, and decided 
that GRIFT was not the best thing for his show. 
He was a pretty clean fellow thru and thru, 
and always hated GRIFT, because he was a 
showman, first, last and all the time, and only 
earried grift because he was strongly advised 
that it was the only way in which he could 
make a success of the carnival game. He 
chased away everything that savored of GRIFT, 
made a big jump into new territory (borrow. 
ing the major portion of the money to do so) and 
opened up on Monday night to a big crowd of 
people, who looked as tho they might spend 
some money and make everybody happy again, 
when the word came along that ALL concessions 
were closed by the headquarters police, but that, 
if they wanted to open again they could do so 
upon payment of the usual fee, $500, and that, 
thereafter, THEY COULD GO AS FAR AS THRY 
LIKED. Now here was the first town in a long 
while that looked good for the concessions, and 
here they were tempted by the very people of 
whom they would naturally be afraid. 

What did they do? They asked the opinion 
of the manager, and he told them to go ahead, 
but that he, in his official capacity, would have 
nething to do with raising the money; that he 
would, In fact, know nothing about it, because 
he had just decided that he would run a 
CLEAN show. But he could see in his mind's 
eye the wajority of his concessions leaving bim 
that week if they did not work. And that 
would spell ruin for him, as he needed the 
money the concessions brought bim as guarantees 
te committees, 

So they bargained with the mimions of the law, 
and finally came to seme agreement whereby 
they paid them a sum of money for which they 
were to get absolute protection. But they for- 
got that there were under officers whe had te 
be reckoned with as well, and every night, up to 
Friday, a new one or two would turn up who 
had to be taken care of, either by employment 
or bribery. 

I'm getting tired of writing, and I'm not half 
thru. I baven'’t the faculty of making a long 
story short. The only way I know ts to chop 
it right off. And that’s what 1 am goiug to 
de now,

ganization. The body visited Joe Morris, who” 


denied that he had given the organization au- 
thority to put bis name on the list. Other 
publishers visited said the lawyers who had con- 
ceived of the composers’ organization, had sim- 
ply placed the publishers’ names on the list. 
When questioned they satisfied the publishers 
by explaining that a vast fortune would be col- 
lected annually, in which the publiehers would 
share. 

It is very evident that there are two distinct 
sides to the controversy. Publishers should not 
lose sight of the fact that while they are en 
titled to the additional royalties, the exhibitors’ 
refusal to permit their compositions to be 
played in their houses would make it additional 
ly hard for publishers to popularize their music 
—particularly now, when act-paying Is a thing 
of the past. 

Publishers would do well to put themselves 
in the place of the theater owners. These men. 
or their orchestra leaders, are forced to pur 
chase the many orchestrations required fn order 
to keep in touch with the latest comnosi*ions 
whereas the average vaudeville performer gets 
music gratis, The theater owner has, as a rule, 
been lenient in permitting ‘‘hoosters’’ to sing 
songs, claiming popularization at the various 
picture honses thruout the country. Should the 
exhibitors put in a flat rule barring ‘‘pluggers.” 
the action would decrease the publisbers’ chance 
of popularizing bis output.
